Tins year's overall harvest is reported to be 
only 80 percent of norm al. 
Disorganized by w ar, flood, drought, peasant hoarding and 
guerrilla w arfare, the rest of Europe is m uch worse off 
Economically G erm any is hitting an all-tim e low.

the deterioration is traceable to m anpow er shortage and tra n s ­ 
portation knots.

Montgomery Ward’s Reply To The 


NATIONAL WAR LABOR BOARD 


November 13, 1942. 


Notional W a r Labor Board, 


Deportment ot Labor Building, 


Washington, D. C. 


Gentlemen : 


W e hove the National W a r Lobor Board's order at 


November 5. 


In this order the board demands that Montgomery 


Ward and Company enter into a contract establishing a 


form of closed shop, called "Maintenance of Membership," 


together with a check-off of union duos from wages. Under 


this form of closed shop, the employees who are members of 


the union would not be free to resign from the union without 


being discharged, and Words would not be free to retain a 


competent worker who hod resigned from the union. This 


making of union membership o condition of employment is 


the essence of the closed shop, whatevar form it may take. 


"Maintenance of Membership" is the storting phase which 


inevitebly leads to the full closed shop. 


The president of thè United States is quoted os hcving 


soid, on Novembor 14, 1941: "The Government of thè 


United States will not order, nor will Congress pass legista- 


tion ordering thè so-called closed shop." Words is in agree­ 


ment with this statement and believes thot thè board's order 


is not in occordonce with thè presidenti principles. 


Words believes thot the board's demand not only via* 


totes the fundamental principles of liberty—-but ore eeogom* 


ically unsound and ore illegal under the terms of the Notion* 


ol Labor R elations Act. 


If the board's order against Words is enforced, the pat­ 


tern will be established by which oil unions in oil industries 


can secure o form of closed shop and check-off merely by 


appealing to the War Labor Board. 


The board further ordered o form of compulsory arbi- 


trotion for Words. Words is not opposed to voluntary arbi­ 


tration. However, Words' management should not, os do- 


mandcd by the board, abandon responsibilities which hove 


been vested in it by the owners of the corporation, and so sur­ 


render to outside arbitrators the final decision on all matters 


which the union may wish to treat os grievances. 


The board further ordered thot Words guarantee its 


wages and other working conditions for a one year period. 


Wards believes thot a fixed duration of one year is unsound 


in these uncertain times. 


Words operates in o highly competitive field composed 


of ono million sevon hundrod fifty thousand retail establish- 


monts. It is unfair to impost burdens upon Words and not 


upon those with whom it is in competition. 


Words efforts to preserve the essential freedoms be- 


tween itself and its employees hove not been prompted by 


any feeling of anti-unionism. The report of the mediation 


ponol expressly recognises this fact. Words' policy has boon 


to obey the low. Words has twenty-nine union contracts with 


both A. F. of L. and C. I. 0. unions. 


Words has already givon its tmployees tho increases in 


wages previously recommended by the board. Words did this 


ovon though its wages were already os high or higher than 


those prevailing in the industry and has been increased on 


ovorogo of over 21 % since January, 1941. Words is willing 


to ineludo these increases in o contract with the union. Thera 


is no issue over wages. 


The War Lobor Board was created by the president to 


roploco tho old Defenso Mediation Board. Tho Madiation 


Board was destroyod by the resignation of tho union mombors 


following tho board's vota of nino to two against a closed 


shop in the captive cool mine cose. The War Lobor Board, 


in noma only, is composed of represantotives of the unitns, 


of industry, and of the public. The union representativas or# 


men chosen for leadership by the unions and hovo actually 


protoctod the interests of the unions. On tho other hand, 


neither industry nor tho public hovo hod any voice in the se­ 


lection of those who prasumably represent them. By their de­ 


cisions, tho supposed representatives of industry and of tho 


public hove, because of experience, prejudice or lock of un­ 


derstanding, gbondoned tho interests of thoso whom thoy 


wero appointed to represent. 


Under the Constitution, Congress is tho solo low^mohigg 


authority. If dostd shops and compulsory arbitration oro to 


bocomo roquiroments for union amployers, it is Congross and 


not the War Labor Board which should mako thorn so. Con- 


grees has not ampowertd the board to order any employer 


to do qny of tbo things it domonds of Words. 


Aceordingly, Words rojocts the orders of tho boord. If 


Congross imposts closed shops, compulsory arbitration or 


contracts for a year's duration on omployors, or if tho presi- 


dent of tho Unitod States, os commagder-in-chtaf in tima of 


war, directs thot Words occopt the board's rulings, which we 


earnestly believe oro illegal and uneconomic, wo will respect- 


fully obey.

Rest Eseential 
Rest is still the essential feature 
of tuberculosis treatment, wheth­ 
er there is also some surgical ma­ 
nipulation such as pneumothorax 
done or not. And rest in tubercu­ 
losis treatment really means rest. 
It means rest in bed for at least 
the first six months every day, 
both day and night, and perhaps 
practical rest with limited activ­ 
ity for a year or more after that. 
Now you can read just so much, 
even if you like to read. And you 
can knit or play solitaire just so 
long before your mind begins to 
get fuzzy. 
So the rest becomes 
quite a burden. 
In fact, in the old days the 
prospective patient dreaded the 
rest more than he did any other 
feature of the treatment. 
And 
when he got started to resting, he 
didn’t relish it any better than he 
did in the anticipation. 


Make Rest Profit 
But every hospital for the care 
of the tuberculous invalid now 
has special workers whose sole * 
duty it is to make the enforced i 
rest 
profitable 
and 
free 
from I 
boredom. 
I know of a watch­ 
maker and repairer who was en­ 
couraged to keep on with his vo­ 
cation, at least part time, even 
while he war. in bed.
